to be a medical problem. Yes, a baby bom of an 
addicted mother is born an addict but with loving care 
and “proper up-bringing” especially in a Christian 
environment they can overcome the addition. I know a 
few adults who are victims of fetal alcohol syndrome. 

To my way of thinking alcoholism is a learned 
behavior. I am an adult daughter of an alcoholic and 
was always “tumed off” by alcohol, yet living in a 
dysfunctional family I never learned what an enabler 
was. I chose alcoholics for friends and husbands and 
about ruined my children’s lives. Grandchildren, too, 
feel the effects of our dysfunctional families. We adult 
children of alcoholics are enablers and often work in 
the medical field as LPN’s and nurses — most any type 
of caregiver. 

The alcoholic, upon “reaching bottom” becomes ill 
and disgusted with himself or herself. He may even be 
near death or contemplating suicide because of the 
abuse to his or her body and mind. Finally the person 
cries out and seeks help through AA. Without help 
many alcoholics expire. 

Drunken drivers are urged to get help or are jailed and 
then forced to undergo treatment. For those who get 
help too late or not at all, it is a slow, agonizing death 
and so traumatic for the person’s loved one for they feel 
guilty for not being able to “change” the alcoholic. 
They often don’t understand their part as an enabler in 
the complex dysfunctional family. 

There is hope. It is turning to God for help. Alcohol- 
ics Anonymous uses a 12-step plan and adheres to a 
Higher Being. No one can do it for the person. By 
detoxification and proper nutrition and medications 
(though it is mandatory that doctors not allow a trans- 
ference of the addiction from alcohol to legal tranquil-

This is a wonderful book. If you are old enough to 
femember the attack on Pearl Harbor by the Japanese 
in 1941, you will be entranced.

It’s time for folks in our area to start thinking abut 
the annual tax chore. Last year’s changes in the law 
make it even more important that we all get started 
early. Here are a few tips: 

First, if you’re doing the tax retums yourself, the 
IRS has free publications that may be able to help. 
You can order them by phone (1-800-TAXFORM). 
Inthe tax instructions you will also see alist of dozens 
of prerecorded taped messages that work 24 hours a 
day; the number is 1-800-TAX-1040. I usually call 
them myself in the middle of the night when I find 
myself stuck trying to understand the instructions in 
the tax booklets. 

If you're looking for a professional to calculate 
your taxes, you have many options. The highly adver- 
tised tax preparation services are convenient, espe- 
cially if your tax retum is routine. These places are 
often open nights or weekends, on a first-come, first- 
served basis. Each firm has a fee schedule determined 
by the number of forms and lines they fill out for you. 

If your return is more complicted, you may want to 
hire an enrolled agent, certified public accountant 
(CPA) ortax attorney. These folks have more special- 
ized training and, in case of an audit, they may be able 
to represent you before the IRS. They also can give 
you advice on tax and financial planning. If their firm 
is a Member of the Better Business Bureau, they

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Family pets need winter care, too!

The Charlevoix County 
Animal Control Officer 
would like to recommend 
the following suggestions 
for pet owners to con- 
sider for the care of their 
pets during the winter 
months. 

An animal that suffers 
from neglect cannot tell 
you how badly it is hurt- 
ing. It is your responsi- 
bility to care forits needs. 
This time of year the ani- 
mals need extra help to 
survive the cold winter 
months. 

No animal should be 
left outside without 
proper shelterduring cold 
season. The shelter 
should be facing in a di- 
rection that keeps the 
opening away from the 


wind. A rug of some sort 
or protector should be 
dropped over the open- 
ing allowing the animal 
to get in and out. There 
should be straw in the 
Structure to give added 
warmth. 

Food and water are es- 
sential. During the cold 
winter months extra care 
should be given in pro- 
viding an enriched diet to 
help them put on extra
